In the afternoon at 2 o'clock, 
about 75 men assembled in the 
Baptist Church and listened to in- 
spiring talks by a number of the 
Visiting men.

B. Bassett, 
president of the Troy club, pre- 
sided. Mr. Holland made the prin- 
cipal talk of the afternoon, in 
which he explained the workings 
and objects of the organization.

In this connection he also cited 
a statement from James L, Fieser, 
Acting Chairman of the National 
Red Cross organization, who said: 

“In considering plans for the 
emergencies of the coming yenr, 
the President and members of his 
Special Committee realize that the 
American Red Cross has a definite 
part to play in meeting the coun- 
try’s needs through the carrying 
forward of its regular service pro- 
gram—local, national, and inter- 
national, This is in addition to 
the special unemployment relief 
work being undertaken by a large 
number of our chapters in defer- 
ence to specific community re- 
quests. Therefore, normal Red 
Cross operations must continue 
without interruption. 

“The Red Cross has a vital part 
to play in your community and 
in the nation.” 

Dr. Hayes made public a state- 
ment by Mr. Gifford in which he 
said:

Little Buck 
Harper did some more of his dead 
sure tackling and also did some 
good ball toting. Brunson, Brooks,

was in the game. 

Elba gained 809 yards from 
scrimmage to 162 for Georgiana. 

The following yardage was gain- 
ed by individual Tigers: Hall 68;

Hayes 38; Maddox 17; Harper 16; 
Morrow 8; Talbot 5. 

The Georgiana team played a 
clean, hard game, but were up 
against a fighting bunch of Tigers 
that were not to be denied.

You can dig 
into a pile that is ten years old 
and it is just as bright on the in- 
side as when it was first put there. 
Of course, the outside decays and 
blows away, but it is mighty slow. 
Sawdust is good for numerous 
things and no wide awake man 
should allow a pile of it to burn 
}on his farm. The day will come 
when you can sell sawdust by the 
ton, just as you can peanuts. Tt 
is the finest thing I ever saw to 
put in your mule barn and your 
cow stalls, It holds all the fer- 
tilizer and when you get ready to 
put it out it is almost like putting 
out guano, It crumbles and seat- 
ters the best of anything I know 
of. I have several piles on my 
places and I certainly would not 
let them be destroyed for any- 
thing.

I have the promise of a fine Jer- 
sey bull calf provided, I will give 
it to some community. Now, who 
wants that calf? It is a nice calf 
about six months old and sells for 
about $125.00. It will be free ex- 
cept we pay the freight and the 
expense of registration.

Now is the time to save your 
sugar cane seed, Let me make you 
a suggestion about how to keep it: 

Pull it up while it is wet and 
put it in beds about six feet wide 
and as long as you like, Do not 
make your beds too thick. As soon 
as you have it properly placed pile 
dirt on the sides of the bed but 
do not cover all the top. Leave a 
space about two feet wide without 
dirt, but be sure to pile on plenty 
on the sides. You cannot cover 
it too deep. After you have had 
two or three rains on your bed it 
will do to finish covering it up, 
but even then T think it best to 
leave a few places where the steam 
or foul air can get out. 

KEKKEK 

Let me also suggest that you 
stack your cane fodder just as soon 
as possible. It should be done he- 
fore it is rained on if possible, Put 
it up in small stacks with good caps 
on each stack. You cannot afford 
to wait until the tops are thor- 
oughly dry. Tf you put it in small 
stacks the tops will dry in the 
stack. If you have a baler it is 
best to put it in bales about like 
vou do your peanut hay. You will 
find that your cows and mules will 
relish this cane fodder on cold days. 
It will give them a change of food, 
Do not allow your cane fodder to

Ruffin Tells How To 
Control Insects In Corn 


Insects which do most damage to 
stored corn in Alabama are Gran- 
ary Weevil, the Rice Weevil, An- 
gonomois Grain Moth, and the In- 
dian Meal Moth. ‘The same con- 
trol methods apply to all. 

Before storing new corn, remove 
all old corn and shucks from the 
crib. Sweep walls and floors thor- 
oughly. All the meal, trash, and 
live weevils collected in sweeping 
should be removed and burned, If 
this is done, a large number of 
old weevils will be destroyed. The 
floors and walls of the crib should 
be inspected for places that are 
not as near air tight as they might 
be. The floor and walls should be 
made as tight as possible to keep 
out rats and mice, and also reduce 
the amount of “high life’ needed 
for fumigation. 

Gather all corn as soon as it is 
mature and well dried. The first 
field of corn planted should be 
wathered first because this field 
serves as a trap crop and most of 
the weevils found in the fields will 
be in this early corn. All early 
corn should be stored separately 
so that it can be used at once or 
treated as soon as it is stored. 

The tightness of the floor and 
walls of the crib to be fumigated 
determines largely the amount of 
“high life’ to use. If the floors

Cribs that have fairly good floors | 
and walls but are not made of} 
tongue and groove material can be} 
fumigated, but 16 pounds (or 2) 
gallons) of high life should s) 
used to fumigate 200 bushels of 
corn. 

In cribs that have cracks in both 
floors and walls, it is almost im- 
possible to get “high life” con- 
centrated enough for good control. 
It is heavier than air. Hence it 
penetrates downward through the 
corn and, therefore, “high life” 
should be placed in shallow pans 
on top of the corn, which should 
be covered with sacks or burlap. 
Fumigation should last 36 to 48 
hours, after which the building 
should be opened and the surplus 
gas allowed to escape. Ask your 
county agent about it. 


School Children 
Need Good Lunches 


AUBURN, Ala.—lIt is appalling 
to think of the number of growing 
children who rush away to school 
each morning without breakfast 
and it is equally apalling to think 
of the school children who are 
spending six to eight hours a day 
in school with lunches made up of 
left-overs from supper of the pre- 
vious day. Such are appalling be- 
cause they impair health and re- 
tard school work. 

Miss Helen Kennedy, extension 
nutritionist, Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute, Auburn, in making rec- 
ommendations for wholesome 
lunches for growing children, says 
that the lunch should contain a 
drink, a fruit, a vegetable, a sweet, 
any of which may be prepared in 
a variety of forms, More informa- 
tion will be supplied by county 
home demonstration agents. 

Since every growing child re- 
quires a quart of milk a day, pro- 
vision may be made for a part of 
it in the school lunch by using a 
pint fruit jar, Miss Kennedy sug- 
gests. If a thermos bottle can be 
provided, cocoa or hot soups will 
fill the need for something hot on 
cold days. A little investment in 
a thermos bottle may be a great 
saving of the health and ability 
of the child. 

Vegetable sandwiches are palat- 
able and nutritious. Care should 
be taken to use the most whole- 
some ingredients possible. Whole 
wheat bread is recommended rath- 
er than white bread. 

A safe guide to use, in prepar- 
ing lunches for school children, is 
the daily ration outlined by Miss 
Kennedy, as follows: 

Bach child should have each day 
a quart of milk, 4 servings of veg- 
etables, 2 servings of whole grain 
bread or cereal, 2 servings eggs, 
cheese, meats, or dried legumes, 
and 6 to 8 glasses of liquid. By 
making a distribution for three 
meals the requirements for lunch 
can be readily recognized.

South is looking to Gov. Miller of 
Alabama to point the way out of 
its cotton problem. 

This was the meat of a declara-| 
tion yesterday by J. EB. MeDonald, | 
Texas Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture, following a conference with 
Gov, Miller at the Capitol. 

“Gov. Sterling, in common with 
the chief executives of other cotton 
growing States, regards Gov. Mil-| 
ler as a great and outstanding law- 
yer with whose aid a plan can be 
worked out for reduction of cotton 
acreage next year that will be 
agreeable to all and will stand the 
test of the courts,’ he said. 

The Texas official who attended 
the recent conference in Birming- 
ham at which the matter of addi- 
tional uses of cotton was discuss- 
ed at considerable length, said he 
was requested by Gov. Ross Sterl- 
ing to pay a personal call upon 
Gov. Miller before returning home, 
and confer with him regarding the 
Cotton States Conference to be 
held in Jackson, Miss., on Nov. 23. 

At this meeting efforts will he 
made to evolve a uniform plan for 
application in all States that pro- 
duce cotton, that will effect a. re- 
duction in the acreage planted to 
this crop in 19382. While Texas 
has already sponsored a plan which 
it is estimated will result in a re- 
duction of approximately 50 per 
cent in that State, Commissioner 
McDonaid said that if a better plan 
can be worked out at the forth- 
coming meeting in Jackson, Texas 
will gladly accept it. 

Purpose Of Call 

The main purpose of the Com- 
missioner’s call on Goy. Miller was 
to request that he appoint delegates 
to the Jackson meeting; and that 
he personally head the Alabama 
delegation. Gov. Miller expressed 
his regret that he would be un- 
able to attend the conference in 
person, on account of pressing mat- 
ters of state here that demand his 
attention. He assured the Com- 
missioner, however, that he is 
ready, and willing at all times to 
do everything in his power to aid 
in the solution of the cotton prob- 
lem. 

Before acting in the matter of 
appointing delegates to the, meet- 
ing in Mississippi on November 23, 
Gov. Miller told the Texas official 
he would confer with Commission- 
er of Agriculture and Industries 
Seth P. Storrs. . Commissioner 
Storrs is at present confined to his 
home with a severe cold, and it 
will probably be several days be- 
fore he can resume his duties at 
the Department and Gov, Miller 
can have an opportunity to talk 
with him. 

The Texas Commissioner had 
planned to confer with Commis- 
sioner Storrs yesterday before go- 
ing to see the Governor. Finding 
Mr. Storrs out when he arrived at 
the Department, Commissioner Mc- 
Donald conferred for a time with 
F. W. Gist, State and Federal ag- 
ricultural statistician, who accom- 
panied him to the Capitol as a rep- 
resentative of Mr. Storrs, and for- 
mally introduced the visitor to 
Goy. Miller. 

Accompanying McDonald 

In addition to Mr. Gist, Com- 
missioner McDonald was accompa- 
nied to the State House by a com- 
mittee of prominent planters, in- 
cluding the following: D, I. Dera- 
mus, Deatsville; Will Howard 
Smith, Prattville; Jack McLemore, 
Montgomery, and W. O. Jackson, 
Wadley. 

In the course of an interview 
following his talk with Gov. Mil- 
ler, the Texas Commissioner sai¢ 
that the present cotton holding 
‘movement cannot, in his judgment, 
bring about any substantial in- 
crease in prices without the adop- 
tion by the cotton States of some 
plan that will provide a prospect 
for acreage reduction next year. 
The holding of cotton, he pointed 
out, does not in itself affect the 
available supply of the staple. 

With overproduction of cotton 
and other products of the soil send- 
ing prices to new low levels, there 
appears to be considerable appre- 
hension in some quarters that dur- 
ing the approaching session of Con- 
gress, further legislation may be 
adopted providing additional cred- 
its to farmers to an extent that 
may result in another overprodur- 
tion on tre farms in 1982. Such 
legislation would be ‘‘worse than 
the dole,” those who oppose it con- 
tend, it is understood,

Did you ever hear that our South- 
ern people are not saving in their 
habits? I have heard these things, 
and you have, too. I cannot say 
just how true it is, but there must 
be some truth in it, as it seems 
to be generally talked. Well, now 
is the time to show your thriftiness 
and now is the time to be saving 
everything. We should save every- 
thing on the place. You may feel 
like you do not need it, but you 
will need it if you will save it. 
Everything on this earth is valu- 
able for something and we have 
nothing to waste, Look around and 
see what you are really saving and 
what you are allowing to go to 
waste, 

HKKKKKR 

I believe that the saving of fer- 
tilizer is the most neglected thing 
on the average Coffee County farm. 
Fertilizer is very necessary and 
we need all of it we can get, yet 
many of us do not turn our hands 
to save the very thing we need 
most. Your barn should be filled 
with something as a filler and there 
are a lot of things that will do for 
this. Oak leaves is about the best 
thing I know of. Pine straw is 
good if you cannot do better. Cane 
fodder or cane pummies will do 
if you cannot get something else. 
You should put in about two feet 
of this filler and then allow your 
mules to tromp it all the winter. 
Your cow stall should have the 
same thing. Then when spring 
comes you will have a lot of fine 
fertilizer that does not cost you 
a dime. If you have some land 
that grows oak trees, it will pay 
you to go out and rake up the 
top of the ground, taking leaves, 
stocks, trash and what not and put 
it in your barn. It will all make 
good fertilizer. 

eR ROKK 

The best barn filler I know of 
is saw dust. Of course, there is 
no value in the dust, but it ab- 
sorbs the fertilizer and when you 
put it out it is just as good ferti- 
lizer as the fertilizer itself. When 
you fill your barn with saw dust 
you are sure that you will have 
a lot of fertilizer that can be put 
out easily. It puts out almost as 
evenly as guano. It is always 
erumbly and light and you can 
make it go a long ways. The one 
thing we always need to do is to 
make our barn fertilizer go just 
as far as possible. It will pay you 
better to put it over your whole 
farm rather than put it on a few 
acres. Do not put barn fertilizer 
too heavy, The smallest amount 
that you can put out will do some 
mood. If you have it thick you 
are bound to lose some of it in 
leaching out, Try putting your 
fertilizer on as much land as pos- 
sible instead of trying to put it 
all on a few acres. Tt will pay 
you to spread it out.

see fire burning a nice pile that 
could be saved. It will pay you 
to protect your saw dust. Your 
children will need it some day. It 
might be your grand children, but 
it will be needed by some one some 
time. If there is a nice pile of 
saw dust near you, go and haul 
about twenty loads and put it in 
your barns. Then pen your cows 
every night and watch your ferti- 
iizer pile grow. If you have a level 
cow lot and if you are too lazy to 
take up your cow pen fertilizer, 
then cover the ground with saw 
dust and you will at least have 
some fertilizer next spring. 
KK ROK 
Did you ever notice about how 
careless We are about penning cows 
at night? Every cow on the place 
should be penned each night and 
all the droppings saved. Just lots 
of us are too lazy to pen our own 
cows at night. I have seen them 
lying around the homes of good 
farmers just as if they were not 
worth noticing. If other folks have 
cows around your barn at night 
just pen them, too. It is better 
for you to have the fertilizer than 
for it to go to waste. The man 
who has a good bunch of cows and 
who saves all the fertilizer possible 
from them will not need to buy 
any next spring. 
OR KOR KK 
There was a good man in my 
office this week and he told me 
about his cows. He said he was 
getting about seven gallons of milk 
each day from two cows, I call 
that good business. It was Mr. 
John Kendrick, who lives out near 
Pine Level. He also says that Mr. 
H. I. Boland bought a registered 
Jersey bull many years ago, but 
that you can tell the good he did 
in every bunch of cows in the com- 
munity. Mr. Kendrick says that 
it would be hard to estimate the 
good that was done by Mr. Boland 
buying the good bull. He says his 
community is full of good cows 
and that they are better cows than 
the ones owned by those who live 
away from that community.

a thousand miles north of us have 
been experiencing an abnormally 
warm Fall with plenty of rain, as 
the following excerpt from the 
Bethany (Mo.) Republican-Clipper 
will show: (Bethany is located 
within a few miles of the Towa 
state line.) 

“Ts this section to have a dupli- 
cation of the winter of 1930-31, 
when no time did the temperature 
here drop to zero? 

“This fall has been even warmer 
than the one of the year before, 
October passing without a killing 
frost, and temperatures for the 
month being higher than any other 
October within remembrance, 

“The average date when a kill- 
ing frost may be expected in Har- 
rison County is around October 15, 
Several days after this a very slight 
frost was noticed here, but so far 
as its effect was concerned, it was 
not to be seen except in the chang- 
ing color of some of the leaves; 
and that, in part, was due to the 
close of the seasonal life. 

“Sunday morning, which was 
November 1, a heavy frost cover- 
ed vegetation, and the temperature 
here dropped to 82 degrees. At 
the Wayside greenhouses, where 
official weather records are kept 
and observations are made, it is 
said that traces of ice were notice- 
able on shallow pools of water. Yet 
garden vegetables and flowers seem 
to have passed this almost untouch- 
ed, for some reason not easy to 
explain, Perhaps it did not re- 
main that cold for more than a 
few minutes. 

“The warm fall is nearing a rec- 
ord, but just how near has not yet 
been determined by an examina- 
tion of past weather records. Daily 
newspapers said a few days ago 
that only four times in the last 22 
years has it chanced that this sec- 
tion has not had a killing frost he- 
fore November 1.”

Red Cross Farm Aid Praised 
By Agricultural Department 

In appreciation of its relief worl: 
among farmers in 1980, the Ala- 
bama Department of Agriculture 


| will cooperate with the American 


Red Cross in its 50th anniversary 
roll call from November 11 to 26, 
reports Seth P, Storrs, Com- 
missioner. 

“We desire to cooperate because 
the Red Cross did outstanding work 
last year in placing drouth strick- 
en farmers of Alabama ‘on their 
feet’ and in preparing them for 
the production of this year’s crop,” 
he said. “It fed more families 
last spring than there are Red 
Cross members in the state and 
was of great assistance to Alabama 
farmers in producing one of the 
best food and feed crops on ree- 
ord for the State.” 

Reviewing the work of the Red 
Cross in relieving distress caused 
by the drouth, Commissioner Storrs 
declared that it expended $299,- 
265.78 in the State last year. Food 
valued at $176,185.24 was furnish- 
ed to 29,972 families, clothing 
worth $9,081.49 to 2,862 families, 
and $720.14 worth of feed for 
livestock to 203 families, while 
$40,095.07 worth of garden seed 
were furnished 58,574 families. 
“In addition to this it furnished 
14,854 lunches to 458 school chil- 
dren, $1,182.18 for yeast for pel- 
lagra control, $1,656.78 for other 
medical aid and $1,608.53 for fam- 


ily service. 


Uncle Sam Says You Must 
Not Gtve Made Ones Away 


The boys about town who have 
bought and are using machines to 
roll their own cigarettes have an 
alibi, it seems, when somebody else 
asks them for a smoke. 

“Sorry, but Uncle Sam says I 
would be violating the federal rev- 
enue laws if I give any of these 
away,” they can say. 

It was announced recently from 
the federal internal revenue office 
at Des Moines that if you give 
away a cigarette made in a ma- 
chine you are subject to a $1,000 
fine, and the representatives of 
Uncle Sam may take all of your 
tobacco away, besides. 

“A person may make cigars or 
cigarettes for his own use without 
incurring liability under the in- 
ternal revenue laws, provided he 
neither sells nor gives away such 
cigars or cigarettes,” it is said from 
Washington.—Bethany (Missouri) 
Republican-Clipper.
